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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INSULAR COLLECTOR OI : CUSTOMS 
FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1912.

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the report of the 
operations and administration of the Bureau of Customs, includ- 
ing a review of the foreign commerce of the Islands, together 
with a supplementary detailed statistical record of transactions, 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1912. 

GENERAL TRADE CONDITIONS. 

The close of another year marks continued advancement to- 
ward a healthy economic condition in the Islands. Commerce 
between these Islands and other countries, including the United 
States, reached during the year a total value of $104,869,816, 
which is an increase of seventeen per cent, over the total value 
for the fiscal year 1911. The growth has been principally in 
the value of domestic products exported from the Islands, and 
a most encouraging outlook is presented in the fact that these 
products have shown generally, not only large increases in vol- 
ume, but a tendency toward improvement in quality resulting in 
substantially higher prices. Imports also have increased, though 
in a smaller proportion, and the disparity that appeared between 
import and export totals at the close of the fiscal year 1911 has 
been greatly lessened. In fact, had the importation of rice not 
exceeded the value for 1911, and had the exportation of sugar 
continued normally during the closing months of the year, the 
value of exports would have equaled, and possibly exceeded that 
of imports. 

A statement of the total trade figures for the past two years 
is given below, and their comparison serves as an illustration 
of the commercial progress that has been made during the year 
just closed:

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From a revenue standpoint also does the past year show ma- 
terial progress. The collections of the Bureau during 1912 
were $668,837 greater than in the preceding year. Of this 
amount the major portion was due to increased importations of 
rice, but disregarding this feature, the revenues still reach a 
figure in excess of that for 1911, notwithstanding the fact that 
trade with the United States has continued to expand and is 
practically unproductive from a revenue standpoint. 

The record of customs collections since the establishment of 
free-trade relations with the United States shows steady improve- 
ment despite the increased volume of duty-free transactions, and 
leads to the assumption that in the future the revenues accruing 
to the Government of the Philippine Islands through the Bureau 
of Customs will not suffer to any considerable extent from this 
otherwise very favorable element in the economic problem of 
the Islands. 

BALANCE OF TRADE. 

A comparison of the total values of imports and exports for 
the past fiscal year, on the basis of statistical reports required 
from the Bureau of Customs, discloses a balance unfavorable 
to the Islands in the amount of $4,230,144, imports aggregating 
$54,549,980 and exports $50,319,836. This adverse condition is, 
however, more apparent than real. As was pointed out in the 
last annual report, the total import figures include all importa- 
tions by the United States Army, the United States Navy, the 
Government of the Philippine Islands, and the local railway 
companies, and also large quantities of supplies brought in by 
commercial importers under contract with the various depart- 
ments of the Federal and Philippine governments. In addition 
to this, the funds disbursed by the Army and the Navy in pay- 
ment of salaries and wages create a demand for supplies which 
makes its influence felt to a considerable extent upon imports, 
and the same is true with respect to outside capital which has 
been finding its way into the Islands in a more marked degree 
during the past few years. 

It is evident, therefore, that a considerable portion of the 
imports of the Islands does not constitute a burden upon the 
industrial resources of the country, and if the factors which 
tend unnaturally to inflate the import figures could be measured 
with some degree of accuracy, it would be found that the Phil- 
ippine Islands are enjoying an enviable balance of trade in their 
favor. 

For the fiscal year 1911 the apparent balance of trade against 
the Islands was $10,055,093; the corresponding figure for the 
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past year is $4,230,144, and the difference, $5,824,949, may be 
taken as an indication of substantial economic progress made 
during the year. 

A statement is given below of the total annual import and 
export figures and balance of trade, since American occupation. 
Up to and including the year 1909 there are excluded from the 
import figures all nondurable merchandise imported by the 
Army, Navy, and the Government of the Philippine Islands, rail- 
way free entries, and gold and silver coin. The figures for 1910 
include all imports with the exception of nondurable merchandise 
from the United States imported by the Army, Navy, and the 
Government of the Philippine Islands, railway free entries, and 
gold and silver in ore, bullion, and coin. For 1911 and 1912 
the figures include all imports with the exception of gold and 
silver in ore, bullion, and coin. 

Exports of foreign merchandise have been excluded from the 
export totals for the years 1910, 1911, and 1912.

In studying the above table of import and export values, due 
consideration must be given to the different elements that have 
gone to make up the trade totals, in order to arrive at the true 
significance of the change in trade balance from year to year, 
and to make a just comparison between the figures of the past 
two years and those of preceding years. 

IMPORTS. 

During the fiscal year 1912 the value of imports amounted to 
$54,549,980, an increase of $4,716,258 over the total for 1911. 
It should be noted, however, that of the increased value, 
$4,009,319 is due to larger importations of rice, so that the actual 
increase in the value of general imports is $706,939. 

After the period of unusual activity in imports, which followed 
the passage of the Philippine Tariff Act of 1909, a reaction was 
anticipated, but except in a few instances, all lines of imported 
merchandise have shown an increase in values. The principal

RICE. 

As has already been mentioned, of the $4,716,258 increase in 
imports for the year, $4,009,319 represents the increase in the 
value of rice, which resulted from the importation of much 
larger quantities, and the greatly increased price of the com- 
modity. The heavy importations of this staple have been neces- 
sitated in large measure by the failure of native rice crops, due 
to the severe drought in the early half of the fiscal year; but 
this crop shortage prevailed also in neighboring rice-producing 
countries and had the effect of raising the price of the com- 
modity to an abnormally high figure. 

In the statement published below are given for each year 
since 1899 the quantity and value of rice imported, the average 
declared value, and the ratio of the value of rice to the total value 
of imports for the year.

COTTON GOODS. 

In view of the rapid rate at which the value of importations 
of cotton goods has been increasing during the past few years, 
it was not expected that the value for this year would show 
further increase, and it is not surprising that it has fallen 
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$1,058,422 below that of 1911. The total for 1912, however, is 
considerably above the average value of recent years, and, in 
fact, is exceeded only by the record established in 1911. The 
values of yearly importations are given below for the period 
since 1904 :

The greatest loss in this trade during the fiscal year 1912 was 
sustained by the United Kingdom. Importations from that 
source fell off more than a million dollars, or 32% ; while Japan, 
whose trade in this class of merchandise has been developing 
wonderfully in recent years, has increased her importations by a 
value of $427,449, or 49 per cent. With the exception of small 
increases in importations from the United States and British 
East Indies, the loss in trade has been general among all other 
countries supplying these goods. 

The following table shows the values of manufactures of 
cotton imported during the past four years from each of the 
principal producing countries:

In the period of rapid growth in the value of cotton manufac- 
tures imported, the class of goods which showed greatest ac- 
tivity was cotton cloths ; and in the contraction of values in the 
past year's trade, this same class of goods was most affected. 
In 1909 cotton cloths were imported to the value of $4,614,904, 
and in 1911 the figure reached $7,128,605, but in 1912 it fell to 
$5,875,813, a decrease during the year of $1,252,792. Impor- 
tations of knit fabrics, laces, and plushes, velvets and velveteens, 
showed small decreases, but in all manufactures of cotton goods 
other than these the values were greater than in 1911. 
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The values of importations of the principal classes of cotton 
manufactures during the past three years are shown below :

IRON AND STEEL. 

Importations of iron and steel and manufactures thereof were 
$144,376, or 20 per cent., in excess of the value for the fiscal year 
1911. Comparative figures for the principal groups of these 
products are given below:

Importations of rails for railways show the largest increase 
in the above list, but the gain of $105,622 in machinery is the 
net result of several important fluctuations in that group, prin- 
cipal among which were increases of $276,630 in the value of 
sewing machines, and $108,486 in stationery engines, offset in 
part by decreases of $146,889 in sugar machinery, $63,831 in 
locomotive engines, and $42,669 in steam boilers. The decrease 
in structural iron and steel, shown in the detailed statement of 
imports in the appendix, and the nearly equal increase in bars 
and rods of iron and steel, are probably due to a confusion 
which is very likely to occur in classification, owing to the 
tendency toward lack of definiteness in declaring these materials 
on United States free entries. This supposition appears to be 
borne out by the fact that the fluctuations are largely confined 
to the values of importations from the United States. 

There was an increase of $341,216 in the total value of iron 
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and steel products imported from the United States, but in 
connection with this must be considered a decrease of $214,383, 
largely due to sugar machinery, in importations from the Hawai- 
ian Islands, leaving a net gain in this trade with the United 
States including the Hawaiian Islands, of $126,833, or 88 per 
cent of the total increase. Aside from these changes there was 
very little variation in the values imported from other countries, 
compared with the figures for 1911, excepting a loss to Belgium 
of $22,650, and Austria-Hungary's gain of $31,752 which was 
principally in enameled ware. 

OTHER IMPORTS. 

Meat and dairy products show the largest increase of any of 
the principal groups of imports with the exception of rice, their 
value being $641,246 greater than in the fiscal year 1911. Of 
this amount $454,804 represents an increase in the value of 
fresh and canned meats, which resulted from the restrictions 
placed upon the importation of cattle on account of the preval- 
ence of disease among them. Hams and shoulders, which in 
former years were largely imported from China show a reduc- 
tion in value of $49,709, owing to local regulations for the enfor- 
cement of the food and drugs law, and for this same reason im- 
portations of lard were reduced $138,731. On the other hand 
lard compounds, coming entirely from the United States, were 
imported to a value $127,847 greater than in 1911, and impor- 
tations of butter, chiefly from Australia and Denmark, increased 
$45,243. 

The closing of the local market to a number of the meat prod- 
ucts formerly supplied by China, through the operation of pure 
food regulations, is largely accountable for the decrease of 
$260,844 in the value of importations of meat and dairy prod- 
ucts from that country. The United States showed an increase 
of $392,188, or more than 50 per cent of last year's figure. 
Australia's importations amounted to $1,457,676, or practically 
40 per cent of the total value of importations of these products, 
representing an increase of $267,964 over the year 1911. The 
United Kingdom also showed a 50 per cent increase, advancing 
from a value of $357,729 in 1911 to $538,793 in 1912. 

Wheat flour. — The critical situation that developed during the 
past year with respect to rice, gave some impetus to the impor- 
tation of wheat flour. The increase in the value of this com- 
modity was $339,119, and of this amount $90,939 was contri- 
buted by the United States, most of the remainder being cred- 
ited to Australia. 
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Other breadstuff s were imported to the value of $802,114, com- 
pared with $547,117 in 1911, the difference being made up prin- 
cipally of increases in importations of bran, middlings and mill 
feed, $116,446, bread and biscuit $34,180, macaroni and ver- 
micelli $32,006, and oats $64,810, which were offset in part by 
a number of small decreases. 

The United States and Australia profited most by the increased 
importation of these breadstuffs, their gains being respectively 
$114,769 and $53,555. Other large increases were enjoyed by 
the United Kingdom, $32,429, French East Indies, $30,498, Bri- 
tish East Indies, $27,470, and China, $14,532, while the prin- 
cipal loss was suffered by Canada whose importations fell off 
$27,687. 

Fish and fish products. — The total value of fish and fish prod- 
ucts imported during the fiscal year 1912 was $687,475, com- 
pared with $605,661 in 1911. The most noticeable feature in 
this trade was the decrease of over $90,000 in importations of 
canned sardines from Spain and the apparent substitution there- 
for of American canned salmon the value of which increased 
approximately $149,000. 

Vegetables. — The increase of $105,350 in the value of vege- 
tables imported represented mostly canned vegetables, impor- 
tations of which reached a total of $234,895 in 1912 compared 
with $174,906 in 1911, and of the difference, $59,989, the United 
States is credited with an increase of $58,398. There was also 
an increase of $15,025 in the value of pickled vegetables, shared 
by the United States and China. In importations of fresh vege- 
tables an increase of $11,777 appears, as the result of a decrease 
of $14,522 in the value of potatoes, and increases of $14,383 in 
onions and $11,916 in other fresh vegetables. The gain in 
value of onions was contributed by Japan and Australia, but 
Japan's loss in importations of potatoes covered the total de- 
crease in this article and yielded increases to China and Russia. 
The two last-mentioned countries also profited by the increased 
values of other fresh vegetables. 

Illuminating oil. — Importations of illuminating oil rose in 
value from $998,678 in 1911 to $1,207,180 in 1912. The in- 
crease appears principally in the last three months of the fiscal 
year, representing extraordinary shipments needed to replenish 
the local supply of the Standard Oil Company after the fire of 
March 31st, and it was composed entirely of the American prod- 
uct. The value of $20,189 supplied in 1911 by British East 
Indies was apparently absorbed by the Dutch East Indies, whose 
importations increased from $121,041 in 1911 to $138,460 in 
1912. 
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Other mineral oils were imported to a value of $366,423, com- 
pared with $193,821 in 1911. Aside from the increase of 
$160,165 in importations from the United States, no marked 
change appears in the source of these oils. 

Vegetable oils. — The total value of vegetable oils imported in 
1911 was $276,083, and in 1912 the figure increased to $295,426. 
The difference represents an increase of about $10,000 in the 
value of olive oil from Spain and one of $24,000 in the value 
of peanut oil imported from China, which were partly offset by 
decreases in the values of other vegetable oils supplied by the 
United Kingdom, China, and the British East Indies. 

Manufactures of vegetable fibers increased in value during the 
past year from $460,258 to $515,869. In the report for the fiscal 
year 1911 the total of these manufactures was given as $523,725, 
but this amount included $63,467 of importations of straw and 
manufactures thereof which this year are reported separately 
with a value of $64,943. Shoes of vegetable fiber show an 
increase in value of $38,468, which is almost equal to the total 
amount of such importations for the fiscal year 1911. The 
increase consists almost entirely of the popular alpargatas 
manufactured in Spain. Bags and burlap also have gained 
considerably in value, the former rising from $30,662 in 1911 to 
$64,269 in 1912, and the latter from $59,172 to $94,170. These 
increases were confined principally to the trade with British 
East Indies. The principal reductions in value in this group 
were in cloths, which fell from a total of $156,502 in 1911 to 
$121,579 in 1912, and cordage, which probably felt the effect of 
increased local production, importations being reduced from 
$51,062 in 1911 to $35,349 in the past year. 

Leather and manufactures of leather. — There were heavy de- 
creases in the values of sole and upper leather imported during 
the fiscal year 1912, compared with the previous year. Impor- 
tations of sole leather amounted to $62,119 in 1911 but in 1912 
reached a total of only $51,262. The loss was divided equally 
between the United States and Australia, but whereas the 
reduction eliminated almost entirely importations from the latter 
country, it appeared only as a 10 per cent fluctuation in the value 
coming from the United States. The decrease of $75,090 in 
upper leather, however, appears to be centered in importations 
from the United States, and it is very possible, in view of the 
increase of $61,232 in the value of other unmanufactured leath- 
ers from the United States, that many importations of upper 
leather were classified with "other leathers" through lack of 
definite information in the entries filed by importers. American 
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boots and shoes showed an increased value of approximately 
$34,000, but importations from Spain were reduced some $7,000, 
leaving a net increase in the total value of footwear for 1912, 
compared with 1911, of $27,208. Other manufactures of leather 
showed gains during the past year, contributing to the total 
increase in the value of leather products for the fiscal year 1912, 
over 1911, of $31,616. 

Chemicals, drugs, dyes, and medicines. — Importations coming 
under this classification, not including opium, were valued at 
$709,562 during the past year, or $67,581 more than in 1911 
when the total was $641,981. 1 There was little uniformity in 
the fluctuations of the several items forming this group. The 
nonenumerated articles alone showed an increased value nearly 
equal to the total increase. The principal items in which in- 
creases appear were ammonia, which showed a gain in value of 
$8,527 ; baking powder, $4,523 ; dyes and dyestuff s, $3,498 ; and 
mineral waters, $11,581 ; while acids, calcium carbide, and patent 
medicines decreased in value $1,800, $2,857, and $6,859, respec- 
tively. Trade with the United States followed closely the gen- 
eral fluctuations, except in the values of dyes, patent medicines, 
and mineral waters. The increase in dyes and dyestuffs was 
the result of Germany's increase of over $9,000 and a decrease 
of about $4,500 in the value of importations from the United 
Kingdom. The patent medicine trade gives evidence of consider- 
able readjustment, decreases of $13,898 and $3,643, respectively, 
in shipments from the United States and the United Kingdom, 
being offset in part by increases of $8,124 and $1,791 in the 
trade with France and Germany. The increased quantities of 
mineral waters were supplied by France and Spain in the ap- 
proximate ratios of 60 per cent and 40 per cent. 

Coal — In the three fiscal years preceding 1912 coal showed 
increasing values, but importations during the past year have 
fallen $416,439 below the record established in 1911. The local 
production of coal has not been of sufficient magnitude to have 
this effect on importations, but the decrease is accounted for 
by the accumulation of a surplus supply in previous years. The 
value of $251,043 credited to the United States in 1911 was 
reduced to $392 in 1912, and Australia suffered to the extent 
of $246,099, or approximately 40 per cent of the value supplied 
in 1911. On the other hand, Japan gained $142,507 in this 
trade, furnishing 70 per cent of the supply in 1912 compared 
with 42 per cent in 1911. 

1 The figure given in the last annual report, $652,069, included $10,088 of 
nonalcoholic beverages which are this year reported separately. 
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Books and other printed matter showed a decrease from 
$497,106 in 1911 to $457,212 in 1912. The value of textbooks 
imported was $26,514 greater in 1912, but importations of 
other books fell in value almost twice that amount, and both of 
these differences occur chiefly in the values from the United 
States. There was also a decrease in the importation of litho- 
graphs from Spain, and a reduction in the value of other 
printed matter which appeared in the trade with the United 
States and Germany. Paper and manufactures of paper im- 
ported from the United States had practically doubled in value 
in 1911 as compared with 1910, but in the fiscal year just closed 
the value from the United States was reduced $67,933, Austria- 
Hungary gaining in this trade to the extent of $36,062. 

There was a decrease in the number of automobiles imported 
during the past year and a reduction of $31,868 in their value. 
France supplied nine machines less than in 1911, representing 
a decrease in value of $23,346. Automobiles from the United 
States numbered 68 less than in 1911, but the cars imported were, 
generally, of a more expensive type as their value was only a trifle 
below that of the larger number brought in during the previous 
year. Automibile parts, however, showed an increase from a 
value of $142,597 in 1911 to $178,397 in 1912, but included in this 
item is a large increase in the value of French tires, which 
accounts for France's having contributed $35,775 more toward 
automobile equipment in 1912 than in 1911. The heavy impor- 
tations of steam railway cars from the United States during 
1911 caused the value for 1912 to appear as a reduction of ap- 
proximately 60 per cent, but cars for other railways were valued 
at $105,145 in 1912 compared with $27,839 in the preceding 
year, and in this item the largest increase is credited to the 
United Kingdom. Motor-cycles and bicycles have found increas- 
ing popularity during the past year and the importations of 
these machines and of parts thereof show a gain in value of 
$76,391, which was shared by the United States and the United 
Kingdom. 

The great increase in the amount of construction work carried 
on recently, especially in reinforced concrete, which is noticeable 
in all parts of the Islands, would warrant the inference that 
there had been increased importations of cement. In 1911, hojv- 
ever, the figures for cement were approximately 40 per cent 
greater than those for 1910, and it is probable that some over- 
stocking at that time is responsible for the increase of only 8 
per cent which appears in the importations during 1912. But 
the latter were at a lower average price, resulting in an actual 
decrease in value of 10 per cent compared with 1911. This 
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feature is most noticeable in the trade with Hongkong, from 
whence 65 per cent of the Islands' requirements was supplied. 

There was a decrease in the value of chocolate imported, but 
crude cocoa or cacao rose in value from $243,270 to $308,191. 
The British East Indies lost $67,715 in the value of the crude 
commodity, but the Dutch East Indies increased their impor- 
tations by almost double that amount. 

Coffee, both green and roasted, also showed greater values for 
1912 than in the preceding year. Importations of green coffee 
amounted to $320,173 in 1912 compared with $204,203 in 1911, 
and the advance in roasted coffee was from $50,836 to $84,361. 
Porto Rico contributed nothing toward the supply in 1911, but 
during the past year that island supplied approximately 5 per 
cent of the green and 7 per cent of the roasted coffee. The 
importations of green coffee from the Dutch East Indies in- 
creased $67,400, but did not quite return to the value for 1910. 
The Hawaiian Islands made further gains in the values of both 
green and roasted coffee and a slight increase appears in the 
value of the roasted product from the United States. 

The United States supplied all the raw cotton imported during 
the fiscal year 1912, and the total value of this product shows 
a still further increase of 9 per cent over that of the previous 
year, which itself was 16 per cent greater than the total for 
1910. 

The value of fruits entering the Islands from abroad increased 
from $241,686 in 1911 to $320,684 in 1912. The United States 
contributed to this increase approximately $19,000 in fresh 
fruits, $15,000 in dried fruits, $22,000 in canned fruits, and 
$13,000 in other preserved fruits. 

Manufactures of India rubber were valued at $317,721 in 1912, 
which is an increase of $30,724 over the value for 1911. The 
.United Kingdom suffered a loss in this trade, but gains were 
made by the United States and Germany. In connection with 
this item should be considered the large importations of auto- 
mobile tires, which formed an important element in the value 
of automobile parts, on which comment has already been 
made. 

A decrease of $24,416 appears in the value of electrical instru- 
ments and apparatus during the fiscal year 1912 compared with 
1911, for which reduced importations of incandescent lamps 
from the United States, Germany, and Austria-Hungary, and 
of insulated wire from the United States, were largely respon- 
sible. The decrease is, however, a reflection of the large in- 
crease which appeared in these values in 1911 compared with 
1910. 
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Perfumery and cosmetics were imported to a value of $195,148 
in 1912, compared with $161,461 in 1911, and the increase of 
$33,687 was shared principally by France, the United States, 
and Germany. Importations of soaps also increased 36 per 
cent, the United States and the United Kingdom gaining in 
this trade, partly at the expense of China and Hongkong. 

There was a 10 per cent increase in the value of silk and 
manufactures of silk, the total for 1912 being $844,563 compared 
with $767,229 in 1911. The gain of $28,898 in the value of 
silk cloths was divided between China and Japan, but the United 
States shared with Japan in the increase of $21,661 in the value 
of silk wearing apparel. Spun silk also showed a value $22,079 
greater than in 1911, which came principally from China. 

The importation of spirits, ivines, and liquors fell short of the 
value in 1911 by $46,196. The decrease was chiefly in malt 
liquors which showed a reduction of $48,500, or 30 per cent, 
from the total of the previous year, and this loss was suffered 
principally by the United States. Wines also showed a lower 
value in 1912 than in 1911, and the decrease appeared in im- 
portations from France and Spain. Distilled spirits, however, 
increased $11,634 in value, which showed in the importations 
from Spain and the United Kingdom, the United States sus- 
taining a slight loss. 

The value of refined sugar imported in 1912 was more than 
35 per cent higher than in 1911, the increase being from $245,493 
to $332,710. Hongkong profited most in the importation of this 
commodity, the value from that source increasing approximately 
$49,000. The Dutch East Indies also contributed $27,000 of 
the increased value, and the United States a little less than 
$12,000. 

Importations of tobacco products amounted to $225,842, which 
is $85,297 more than the total value for 1911. Leaf tobacco 
showed higher values in the imports from the United States 
and the Dutch East Indies, and with the plug and smoking 
tobacco from the United States formed the principal element 
in the increase in these products. 

Wood and manufactures of wood represented a value during 
1912 which was 20 per cent less than that for 1911. The total 
importations for the two years were $696,407 and $874,315, re- 
spectively. The decrease was made up chiefly of a reduction of 
approximately $65,000 in the value of railway ties from Aus- 
tralia, one of $64,000 in cigar box shooks from Germany and 
the Netherlands, and $213,000 in pine lumber from the United 
States, offset in part by an increase of $123,000 in importations 
of other American lumbers. 
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The foregoing review covers only the more important arti- 
cles in the import trade and those in which the greatest fluc- 
tuation appears. There will be found, however, in the appendix 
(Statement No. 18) a detailed table of all imports, showing the 
origin, quantity and value of each, and the amount of duty col- 
lected thereon, in the fiscal years 1911 and 1912. 

OPIUM. 

During the fiscal year 1912 there were legally imported into 
the Philippine Islands for medicinal purposes, 28 kilos of opium, 
with a value of $717. This represents an increase of 3 kilos 
over the quantity so imported in 1911, and of $259 over the value 
for that year. The high prices which opium and similar drugs 
command in the local markets, however, serve as a sharp in- 
centive to attempts at evasion of the prohibitive restrictions 
placed upon their importation, and the work of suppressing this 
illicit traffic necessarily claims a large part of the time and 
attention of the secret service agents of the Bureau of Customs, 
by whom 283 seizures were made during the past year, and 
there were recovered 1,401 kilos of opium, 20.8 kilos of mor- 
phine, and 6.73 kilos of cocaine, of a total value in the local 
markets of approximately $164,765. 

EXPORTS. 

The export trade reached a new record figure during the 
past year when the total value amounted to $50,319,836, which, 
compared with $39,778,629 for the fiscal year 1911, indicates 
an increase of $10,541,207. This increase is due largely to the 
encouraging output of copra, shipments of which were greater 
by 53,740 tons than those for the preceding year, advancing 
in value from $9,899,457 to $16,514,749. Sugar exports also 
showed an increase in value of $2,386,215, cigars $959,349, and 
hemp $142,170. 

Hemp, which has heretofore been the article of highest ex- 
port value, has yielded this position, temporarily at least, to 
copra. In the year 1911 hemp constituted 40.57 per cent of 
the total value of exports, but it now forms only 32.36 per cent 
while copra, which in 1911 represented less than 25 per cent of 
the total export value, has this year reached a proportion a 
fraction above that of hemp. The increase in sugar values 
has been little greater than the general increase in total exports, 
so that this product occupies approximately the same position 
in importance as in 1911. Following is a statement showing 
the values of the several principal commodities, in comparison 
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with the fiscal year 1911, the percentage which each formed 
of the total export values, and the percentage of change.

HEMP. 

Shipments of raw hemp during the past year have fallen off 
in quantity, compared with the year 1911, but notwithstand- 
ing this there has been an increase in the total value. In 1912 
there were exported 154,047 tons, compared with 165,650 tons 
in 1911, or a decrease of 11,603 tons; but the value has risen 
from $16,141,340 in 1911 to $16,283,510 in 1912. 

Increases appear, however, in both the quantity and the value 
of shipments to the United States. These amounted in 1912 to 
69,574 tons, with a value of $7,751,489, compared with 66,545 
tons valued at $7,410,373 in 1911. 

A comparison of the average value per ton of hemp exported 
shows a decided increase during the past year compared with 
1911. This is true with regard to shipments to all countries, 
with the exception of the United States, where practically no 
change appears in the prices for the two years. At the same 
time, with but few exceptions, the quantity of hemp shipped to 
each country has been reduced. Shipments to European coun- 
tries, which have heretofore consisted largely of the poorer 
qualities of the product, have this year included a greater pro- 
portion of the finer grades; in other words, there has been a 
tendency toward an increased production of the better qualities, 
and a falling off in the cheaper material, with a reduction in 
value of the latter. The prices of the better grades have been 
a trifle higher, but this does not appear in the figures covering 
exports to the United States, because of the fact that these 
shipments have included considerable quantities of cheap fiber, 
for manufacture into paper, which has in former years been dis- 
posed of in European markets. 

So it is that with a larger proportion of the better grades, at 
an advanced value, and a falling off in shipments of poorer 
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qualities, the total exports of hemp show an increase in value 
despite a considerable reduction in quantity. 

From the table given below of the total quantities and values 
of hemp shipments from year to year, with the annual average 
prices, it would appear that the demand for the product has not 
kept strict pace with the production. During the years 1905, 
1906, 1907, and 1908, when the average price was at its highest, 
the total shipments averaged little over 110,000 tons a year. 
Since that time, however, the ruling price has been some 35 per 
cent lower than in the years mentioned, and shipments have 
averaged considerably over 150,000 tons a year. 

Another fact noticeable in this statement is the decreasing 
importance of hemp in comparison with the total value of the 
annual exports. In 1899 hemp shipments amounted to 45 per 
cent of the export values for the year, and the figure showed 
a general yearly increase until it reached its maximum, 61.7 
per cent, in 1907, since which date each year has shown a decline. 
Emphasis, however, must be laid, not on any real decline in the 
hemp industry, but rather on the development and improvement 
of other industries, which have contributed to the increase in 
export values.

COPRA. 

The most prominent feature in the record of exports for the 
year is the magnitude of the copra trade. There has been a 
universally increasing demand for this product, and the new 
and profitable uses to which it is being put have resulted in a 
steady improvement in price. That the Islands are profiting by 
this growing demand is attested by the increase of $6,615,292 
in the value of copra exports during the past year, which rep- 
resents more than 60 per cent of the total increase in exports 
values. Copra shipments during the fiscal year 1912 totaled 
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169,342 tons, valued at $16,514,749, compared with 115,602 tons 
with a value of $9,899,457 in 1911. 

France still maintains her position as principal purchaser of 
this product in the Islands, shipments to that country amount- 
ing to 97,084 tons, valued at $9,585,931. These figures represent 
approximately 57 per cent of the total shipments of copra and 
show a decided increase over 1911, although in that year ship- 
ments to France constituted a slightly greater proportion of the 
total copra trade. 

A most interesting feature of the past year's trade, however, 
has been the further increase in the demand from the United 
States. Although an unusual growth characterized the figures 
of 1911, when they were more than double those of 1910, the 
past year has witnessed shipments of twice the quantity for 
1911, and the increase in price has brought the total value for 
1912 up to an amount representing 227 per cent of the value for 
the preceding year. The figures are given in detail below:

Coincident with the decline each year since 1907 of the im- 
portance of hemp in the export trade, to which reference has 
already been made, has been the steady growth in relative 
importance of copra. In 1907, when hemp formed 61.7 per 
cent of the total exports, copra represented 11.6 per cent, and 
each year, as the figure for hemp has decreased, copra has 
assumed a more important position, until in the present report 
both products are credited with a percentage a fraction above 32, 
the advantage being in favor of copra. This growth is shown in 
the above table. 

SUGAR. 

The closing months of the fiscal year were marked by unusual 
inactivity in the local sugar trade. Shipments made during 
May and June of this year were far below the figures for the 
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corresponding months of 1911, due to the fact that large stocks 
of the product were being held in warehouses awaiting an 
anticipated rise in price. During these two months sugar 
exports were $1,600,000 less in value than during the same 
period of the previous year, and, taking into account the in- 
crease in production, it is probable that had not this unexpected 
situation arisen the total value of the Islands' export trade 
for the year would have approached very near to the total 
value of imports. Since the close of the fiscal year, however, 
the shipment of sugar has been resumed with some vigor, and 
it is very possible that with the inclusion of a large value that 
should ordinarily have fallen into the figures for 1912, exports 
for the fiscal year 1913 will appear of even larger magnitude 
than in the past year. 

One effect of the depression above noted was the movement 
of small quantities of sugar to markets other than the United 
States, with the result that whereas in recent years, notwith- 
standing increases in the production of sugar, the exports to 
these other countries have been decreasing, the total shipments 
this year to such countries have exceeded those of 1911. 

The principal demand for sugar continues to come, however, 
from the United States, whose purchases amounted during the 
year to 161,783 tons, valued at $9,142,833, compared with 
128,926 tons with a value of $7,144,755 in 1911. To this de- 
mand is due the higher prices that have been obtained for the 
Islands' product, as indicated in the following statement :

TOBACCO PRODUCTS. 

Cigars. — Exportations of cigars during 1911 suffered a severe 
reaction from the abnormally high figures established in the 
preceding year, but the past year has witnessed the recovery 
of this trade to a position which, with the continuance of the 
present favorable conditions, should be readily maintained. 
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While the increase in 1912 over 1911 has not been as great as 
the preceding downward movement, the figures for the past year 
are encouraging and sustain the hope of substantial future gain. 
Shipments to the United States have, of course, been the leading 
feature in the cigar business, and these have increased from 
28 million to 72 million, representing practically the entire 
increase in cigar exportations for the year, but United States, 
purchases have been at a lower average price. On the other 
hand, while exportations to other countries have shown no ma- 
terial increase, considerable improvement appears in the grades 
demanded, for notwithstanding the lower prices paid by the 
United States, the total shipments have brought an average 
price 18 per cent higher than that of 1911.

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In addition to the figures given above, there were taken on 
board outgoing vessels, as ships' stores, 948,315 cigars and 
47,500 cigarettes. 

Other tobacco. — There were increases in both the quantity 
and the value of leaf, smoking, and other manufactured and 
unmanufactured tobaccos, which were not, however, propor- 
tionate to the general increase in exports. In the matter of 
price some improvement also appears compared with the fiscal 
year 1911. 

It is not probable that shipments to the United States, which 
show a decrease for the year, will have any great influence upon 
the general distribution of these products in the immediate 
future. The bulk of this trade continues with Spain, whose 
purchases show further increase, reaching in 1912 a value 
greater by $216,879 than that for 1911, and representing 76 
per cent of the total value, compared with 66 per cent last year.

ALL OTHER EXPORTS. 

Exports other than those already enumerated were valued at 
$2,525,809, an increase of $407,904 over 1911 when the total 
value was $2,117,905, and represent about 5 per cent of the total 
export value, a proportion about equal to that of last year. 

The largest of the miscellaneous items of export is knotted 
hemp, with a value of $615,769. This is a product consisting 
of specially selected threads of hemp, knotted together into 
long filaments, and is shipped principally to Italy, France, and 
Switzerland, where it is woven into fine textiles. 

Native hats continue to find a ready market, and their value, 
$502,843, shows an increase over 1911 of approximately 60 per- 
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cent. Other exports contributing largely to the miscellaneous 
group are maguey, with a value of $320,791; shells, $286,818; 
native cloths, $182,418; ylang-ylang oil, $80,879, and native 
timber and lumber, $71,794. 

A statement appears below showing the total values of the 
group of all other exports for each year since 1899, in compar- 
ison with the total exports for each of those years.

LIMITED EXPORTS TO THE UNITED STATES. 

There is still considerable latitude for the development of 
the sugar and tobacco industries of the Islands before any de- 
terring influence is likely to be felt from the limitations placed 
upon the free importation of these products into the United 
States by the Act of Congress of August 5, 1909, although the 
past year shows encouraging gains over the fiscal year 1911. 
Sugar shipments have reached 55 per cent of the free limit, 
and cigars 46 per cent; while filler and wrapper tobaccos aver- 
aged only about 1 per cent of the quantities entitled to free 
entry into the United States. 

In the following table, covering the three years during which 
this provision of law has been effective, it should be noted that 
the quantities represent the totals of certificates of origin is- 
sued during each fiscal year, and show some variations from 
the corresponding export figures, owing to the usual discrep- 
ancies between the dates of issuance of certificates of origin and 
of actual shipment:

TRADE WITH THE UNITED STATES. 1 

Of the total foreign commerce of the Islands, amounting 
during the year to $104,869,816, the United States is credited 
with a value of $42,390,222, or 40 per cent. This represents 
an increase of $5,757,517 compared with the previous year, when 
trade with the United States amounted to $36,632,705 out of 
a total of $89,612,351. 

Imports from the United States were valued at $20,770,536 
compared with $19,818,841 in 1911, an increase of $951,695. 
This increase represents only 20 per cent of $4,716,258, the 
total increase in imports, but when from the latter figure there 
is deducted $4,009,319, the increase in the value of rice im- 
portations during the year, it is evident that, with respect to 
general imports, the United States showed a gain much greater 
than the total increase. In other words, leaving out of consi- 
deration, for the purpose of comparison, the importations of 

1 All figures here given as trade totals for the United States include the 
Hawaiian Islands. 
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rice, the entire increase in the import trade of the Islands for 
the year was absorbed by the United States, and, in addition, 
35 per cent of that amount of trade was diverted from other 
countries. It is apparent, therefore, that imports from the 
United States are not only growing with the increasing demands 
of the total market, but benefit continues to accrue in the form 
of the diversion to the United States of trade formerly con- 
trolled by other countries, as a result of the establishment 
of free trade relations. 

Exports to the United States during the fiscal year 1912 
amounted to $21,619,686, or approximately 43 per cent of the 
total exports, and were greater in value by $4,805,822 than those 
for the fiscal year 1911, when this trade totaled $16,813,864. 
The increase is one of 28.5 per cent, and when considered in 
connection with the fact that the total increase in exports 
during the year, $10,541,207, was 26.5 per cent, it is apparent 
that the export trade with the United States also is increasing 
at a greater rate than the general increase in total exports. 

A comparison of the trade totals for the past year with those 
of the fiscal year 1909 (the year before the present tariff be- 
came operative) is of interest, as illustrating the influence which 
the passage of the Philippine Tariff Act of 1909 has had upon 
trade between the United States and the Philippine Islands. 

In 1909 the total trade of the Islands amounted to $58,838,940, 
and in 1912 to $104,869,816, an increase of 78 per cent. During 
the same period trade with the United States increased from 
$14,'852,778 to $42,390,222, or 186 per cent. The total imports 
amounted in 1909 to $27,794,482, and in 1912 to $54,549,980, 
increasing 96 per cent, while imports from the United States 
rose in value from $4,696,178 to $20,770,536, an increase of 
342 per cent. Exports for the fiscal year 1909 were valued at 
$31,044,458 and in 1912 $50,319,836, and of these values the 
United States contributed $10,156,600 and $21,619,686, respec- 
tively, the total exports increasing 62 per cent and those to 
the United States 111 per cent. 

The total trade with the United States in 1909 represented 
25 per cent of the trade of the Islands, the United States sup- 
plying 17 per cent of the imports and taking 33 per cent of 
the exports. In 1912 40 per cent of the total trade was with 
the United States, the imports representing 38 per cent and 
exports 43 per cent of the respective totals.

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more concrete form the growth in the importance of the United 
States as a factor in the commerce of the Islands :

TRADE WITH OTHER COUNTRIES. 

United Kingdom. — Trade with the United Kingdom was 
$846,515 less in value during 1912 than in 1911. Decreases 
were recorded in both imports and exports, and while the United 
Kingdom still holds second place in the commerce of the Islands, 
the ratio to the total trade has fallen from 15 per cent to 
slightly above 12 per cent. The chief reduction in imports 
was in the value of cotton goods, which fell from $3,514,907 
in 1911 to $2,397,517, a loss of $1,117,390. This was partly 
offset by increases in other merchandise, principally in meat 
and dairy products, whose increase was $181,064 and of which 
the chief item was milk, and in breadstuffs which showed a 
gain of $32,423. There was considerable fluctuation in the iron 
and steel schedules but very little change in the totals of this 
group. A reduction of $422,474 in the value of hemp, and one 
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of $197,570 in copra, were largely responsible for the lower 
export value, but the exportation of $561,300 worth of brown 
sugar stands out as the first shipment of this product to the 
United Kingdom in three years. 

France also maintained the same position as in 1911 in trade 
value, but the substantial increase in copra shipments gives 
that country a percentage of 10.8 compared with 8.8 in 1911. 
The value of copra exported to France during 1912 was 
$3,445,588 greater than in the preceding year. Raw hemp and 
knotted hemp showed decreases however, which resulted in a 
net increase in exports to France of $3,385,190. On the other 
hand, there was an increase of $63,080 in imports resulting 
from variations in the values of a large number of commodities, 
which brought the total increase of trade with France up to 
a figure slightly above the gain in copra, or $3,448,270. 

The French East Indies contributed 70 per cent of the total 
increased importations of rice, or a value of $2,827,317 greater 
than in 1911. The suspension of cattle importations, however, 
partly offset this value, and a decrease in the value of exports 
brought the total increase in trade with the French East Indies 
down to $2,158,391. 

Japan. — In view of the general decline in importations of 
cotton goods, Japan's gain of $427,449 is worthy of note. It 
represents 56 per cent of the increased value of Japanese im- 
ports. Coal also showed a gain of $142,507, notwithstanding 
a decrease in the Islands' purchases of that article, and silk 
goods increased 43 per cent in value, or $67,916. Japan was 
also one of the few countries that took increased quantities of 
hemp in 1912, shipments of this commodity showing a gain in 
value of $532,941. Sugar shipments which were discontinued 
during 1911 were resumed during the past year to the extent 
of $179,745. Increases also appear in the exportation of knotted 
hemp and copra. The total trade with Japan developed to a 
value 55 per cent greater than in 1911, and placed that country 
fifth in importance in the Islands' commerce for the year, supper- 
seding Germany, Spain, and Australasia. 

Germany. — With the principal exception of hemp, which 
showed a 50 per cent decrease, most of the exports to Germany 
reached values higher than those of 1911, but the increase of 
$1,105,469, or about 170 per cent, in total exports to that 
country, is due chiefly to copra. Germany suffered in the re- 
duction of cotton values to the extent of $67,303, but this was 
approximately offset by an increase of $63,839 in cement, and

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other commodities brought the total imports up to a figure 
$29,196 greater than the value for 1911. 

Spain. — Importations from Spain have shown a general de- 
clining tendency in the past few years. In 1910 and 1911 there 
were slight increases in the import values, but the past year 
shows a total $154,689 below that of 1911, and considerably 
less than that of 1909. The largest reductions in the import 
trade during 1912 appeared in cotton goods and canned sardines. 
Exports, however, increased, gains appearing in the value of 
copra to the extent of $65,650, and tobacco products, $228,442. 
The total value of the latter was $1,507,992, and represented 
60 per cent of the value of exports to Spain. 

Australasia. — The increase of $421,943 in the trade with 
Australasia was confined chiefly to imports, although exports 
showed higher values, principally in hemp and tobacco products, 
which contributed $15,992 to that gain. The value of bread- 
stuffs imported was $301,330 greater than in 1911, and included 
in this amount is an increase of $247,775 in shipments of 
wheat flour. Meat and dairy products also showed much higher 
values, and cattle showed a gain in value of $145,762. Austral- 
asia suffered in the reduced importations of coal to the extent 
of $246,099, and the decreased demand for railway ties accounts 
for a loss of $74,473. 

British East Indies. — The increased importation of rice dur- 
ing the past year was reflected in the value of the imports from 
the British East Indies, which in this commodity alone showed 
a gain of over $900,000. The value of crude cacao was reduced 
$67,715, but an almost equal amount appears as an increase 
in the importation of manufactures of vegetable fibers, princi- 
pally in bags and burlaps. Export values advanced $111,404. 
Copra, cigars, and hemp showed increases of $73,065, $60,263, 
and $22,000, respectively, but these were to some extent offset 
by reductions in the values of pearls, and gums and resins. 

China. — Trade with China showed a reduction during the 
year from $2,841,120 to $2,391,343. Imports from that country 
decreased about 9 per cent and exports 38 per cent. Reference 
has already been made to the reduced importation of meat and 
dairy products, representing a loss of $260,841, which forms the 
principal item of change in the import trade with that country. 
Cattle also showed a value of $35,768 less than that of 1911, but 
there were increases in importations of hides, manufactures of 
silk, vegetables, and fruits. The decrease in exports centered 
in sugar, shipments of which were reduced in value $295,133.

Exports of timber and lumber also showed a loss of $40,069, 
but the value of cigar shipments was increased $63,163. 

Hongkong. — Both imports from and exports to Hongkong in- 
creased during 1912, and the total trade with that port shows 
a gain of 12 per cent over the figure for 1911. The principal 
increase in exports appeared in shipments of hemp, whose value 
advanced $166,464. Hats also showed a higher value, but cigars 
decreased. Shipments of brown sugar showed a further decrease 
during 1912, but importations of the refined product from Hong- 
kong form one of the principal items in the increased value in 
that trade. Hongkong is also credited with an increase of 
$57,696 representing vessels imported into the Islands and re- 
pairs made in Hongkong to Philippine vessels. Cement forms 
a very important element in the imports from Hongkong. The 
value in 1911 showed an increase over the previous year of 69 
per cent, but in 1912, although shipments increased 11 per cent 
in quantity, their value fell 6 per cent. 

Belgium shared in the increased purchases of copra to the 
extent of $459,289, and thereby showed a gain of approximately 
16 per cent in trade with the Islands. Imports were affected 
largely by the general reduction in values of cotton goods, and 
also showed some loss in iron and steel products. Other than 
the large increase in the value of copra, the most noticeable 
feature in the exports to Belgium is the reduction of $150,542 in 
the value of hemp shipments. 

Italy's trade also reflects the large increase in copra ship- 
ments, her purchases of this product representing a value 
$328,762 higher than in 1911. Knotted hemp forms an import- 
ant item in the shipments to that country. In 1912 Italy took 
nearly half of the total output of this article, with an increase 
in value of $49,272 over 1911. Shipments of tobacco products 
and of raw hemp were reduced during 1912, and brought the 
total gain in exports down to $333,405. Imports increased 
$23,691 over the value for 1911, the principal changes appear- 
ing in the reduction of cotton goods and in the higher values for 
woolen hats. 

Imports from the Dutch East Indies practically doubled dur- 
ing the past year, due to the comparatively large increases in 
the values of crude cacao, green coffee, illuminating oil, refined 
sugar, and tobacco. Exports, however, which usually represent 
only a small portion of the trade with the Dutch East Indies, and 
consist almost entirely of cigars and other tobacco products, 
showed a decrease of 18 per cent.

Switzerland shows a reduction in trade value of $66,955, or 
slightly more than 10 per cent of the total of 1911. The largest 
loss was in importations of cotton yarn, which fell in value 
$70,562. Silk manufactures also showed a decrease of $13,984, 
but increases appeared in the importation of milk and watches. 
Exports to Switzerland are made up largely of knotted hemp, 
which rose in value from $67,108 in 1911 to $75,548 in 1912. 

Siam is another of the countries contributing to the rice sup- 
ply of the Islands, and its importations are almost exclusively 
confined to this commodity. The value increased from $234,637 
in 1911 to $501,864 in 1912, and the latter figure represents 97 
per cent of the total trade with that country. Exports are lim- 
ited to small quantities of cigars and cordage, and these have 
shown reduced values during the past year. 

The decrease in the value of importations of diamonds is one 
of the prominent features in the trade with the Netherlands 
during the past year. The general decrease in the value of cot- 
ton manufactures also had its influence upon this trade. In- 
creases appear, however, in the importations of cheese and of 
imitation butter. But the reduction of 85 per cent in the value 
of the total trade with that country is due chiefly to tobacco prod- 
ucts, which fell from $470,549 in 1911 to $186,197 in 1912, and 
to hemp whose value in 1912 was $134,500 compared with 
$261,875 in 1911. 

Imports from Austria-Hungary increased $82,382, but exports 
decreased $114,909, resulting in a loss of trade of 10 per cent. 
Cotton yarns, enameled utensils, and cigarette paper contributed 
increased values in imports, and hemp and tobacco other than 
cigars and cigarettes, bore the losses in exports. 

The values of the principal items forming the import and 
export trade, in the fiscal years 1911 and 1912, with each of 
the countries mentioned in the foregoing summary, will be found 
in Statement No. 23 in the Appendix. 

FOREIGN CARRYING TRADE. 

The number of vessels that entered the Philippine Islands 
from foreign ports during the past year was 949, with a total 
registered tonnage of 1,965,693 ; and clearances to foreign ports 
numbered 903, with tonnage of 1,939,079. In 1911 similar 
entrances totaled 948, with tonnage of 1,865,196, and clearances 
884, representing a total tonnage of 1,808,308. There is there- 
fore an apparent increase of 20 in the number of entrances 
and clearances, and of 231,268 in the total tonnage. 
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This, however, does not measure the increase in traffic in 
these Islan3s of vessels engaged in the foreign carrying trade. 
Many of the vessels included in the above figures call at two 
or more ports during their visits in these waters, for the pur- 
pose of discharging import or loading export cargo, and when 
this fact is taken into consideration the entrances from foreign 
ports and from other entry-ports in the Islands reach the total 
of 1,292, or a tonnage of 2,527,949, and clearances 1,283, with 
a total tonnage of 2,531,368. In 1911 similar entrances 
numbered 1,243 and clearances 1,232, with tonnages of 2,347,479 
and 2,352,311, respectively. These figures indicate increases of 
100 in entrances and clearances and 359,527 in total tonnage.

From the foregoing statement it will be observed that over 
50 per cent of the tonnage in the foreign trade of the Islands 
is under the British flag, while American vessels represent 
little more than 5 per cent of the total tonnage, and domestic 
approximately 8 per cent. The combined tonnage of American 
and domestic vessels is less than the total for Japan and slightly 
more than that for Germany. 

In the value of imported and exported merchandise carried, 
the British flag also predominates, although the ratio of this 
value to the total value of foreign commerce is less than in 
the fiscal year 1911. The value carried in Spanish vessels has 
been considerably reduced, while that carried by German and 
American vessels has increased, giving both of them a more 
important place in the list shown below than the Spanish, 
which in 1911 were second to British vessels. The combined 
values for American and domestic vessels gives a figure larger 
than any other with the exception of the British, and although 
the same was true with regard to the carrying-trade for the 
fiscal year 1911, the past year shows an increase from 9 per 
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cent to 10 per cent with respect to the total values of foreign 
commerce.

The growth in importance of American shipping in the foreign 
commerce of the, Islands, although appreciable, is at present 
slow, but with the continuance of the policy now being fol- 
lowed, of limiting exemption from duty to those American prod- 
ucts which are transported directly from the United States 
in one bottom, and with the advantages that will accrue upon 
the completion of the Panama Canal, it is believed that devel- 
opment of traffic under the American flag will proceed at a 
much more rapid pace. 

OPERATIONS. 

FINANCIAL TRANSACTIONS. 

Gross collections. — The gross collections of the Bureau of 
Customs during the fiscal year 1912 were $9,347,647.79, com- 
pared with $8,678,810.34 in 1911, or an increase of $668,837.45. 
Of this increase $625,676.94 represented the gain in import duty, 
for which the importations of rice are largely responsible. Ex- 
port duty showed a decrease, which was the result of opposing 
factors. Exports of hemp were less in quantity in 1912 than 
in 1911, but shipments of this product to the United States 
were greater than in the preceding year, so that the net quan- 
tity subject to export duty was considerably reduced. On the 
other hand, copra, which contributed most to the high export 
value for the year, and of which dutiable shipments far ex- 
ceeded those of 1911, is subject to a very much lower rate of 
duty, and the increased collections from this source were not 
sufficient to make up for the loss on hemp. The general increase 
in export trade is reflected, however, in the amount of wharf- 
age collected. Receipts in connection with the licensing of 
vessels also showed a gain over 1911, but reductions appear 
in collections on account of storage, and immigration dues, and 
from other miscellaneous sources. The totals of the several 
items for the fiscal years 1911 and 1912 are shown below, with 
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the differences between the corresponding figures for the two 
years :

The above figures for the fiscal year 1912 differ from those 
contained in the statements in the appendix, in that the latter 
include refundable export duties reverted to the government in 
the absence of claims within two years, and duties collected on 
Philippine products in the United States. 

Net receipts. — The gross collections reported above represent 
all receipts of the Bureau of Customs, and include collections 
made for account of the Government of the Moro Province, 
receipts from operations accruing to the current appropriation 
of the bureau, salaries of bonded-warehouse keepers, pay- 
ments to the Bureau for extra services of customs employees, 
and collections subject to refund. 

The net amount accruing to the Government of the Philippine 
Islands is made up of the total collections at ports outside of 
the Moro Province, less collections made for salaries of bonded- 
warehouse keepers and for extra services of customs employees, 
and refunds; to which are added refundable export duties that 
reverted to the Government in the absence of proper claims, 
and duties collected on Philippine products entering the United 
States. The total for the fiscal year 1912 was $8,908,123.64, 
compared with $8,272,397.78 in 1911, representing an increase 
of $635,725.86. The figures are shown in detail in Statement 
No. 4 of the Appendix. 

Moro Province. — Collections at the ports of Jolo and Zam- 
boanga, which accrue to the Government of the Moro Province, 
totaled $230,723.39, an increase of $13,903.16 over the figure 
for 1911. Gains appeared in the receipts from all sources with 
the exception of immigration dues, but the largest increase was 
in the amount of import duty, which was $9,566.99 in excess of 
that for 1911. 

Expenditures. — The operation of the entire bureau was 
carried on during the fiscal year 1912 at a total cost of 
$451,156.15, which is $513.48 less than the total expenses for 
1911. Manila, Jolo, Zamboanga, and Balabac showed larger

expenditures during the past year, but considerable saving was 
effected at Cebu, and some reduction appeared in the expenses 
at Iloilo, and for the maintenance of the revenue-cutter service. 

The total expense to the Government of the Philippine 
Islands, on account of the customs service, was $430,526.74, 
compared with $435,947.25 in 1911. The Moro Province was 
charged with a total expense of $20,629.41 during 1912, com- 
pared with $15,722.38 in 1911.

REVENUE-CUTTER SERVICE. 

The two cutters, Sora and Skua, still constitute the only equip- 
ment owned by the Bureau for this service. Their condition, 
as described in the last annual report of the Insular Collector 
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of Customs, has in no way improved during the year, and their 
inadequacy for the service is becoming more and more apparent. 

The nature of the traffic in southern waters, embracing as it 
does a large number of small craft plying between the south- 
ern islands and often engaging in trade with Borneo, is such 
as to require constant vigilance in order to prevent the smug- 
gling of merchandise and the illegal introduction of Chinese per- 
sons into the Islands. While the presence of the two cutters has 
had some deterring influence upon this illicit traffic, they have 
been greatly handicapped in their usefulness through lack of 
speed and generally unfit condition. 

Funds have just recently been provided for the purchase of 
one revenue-cutter, to have a speed of 16 knots, and to be equip- 
ped with two high-speed launches for close shore patrol. The 
construction of these vessels will be commenced at once, and it 
is probable that they will be ready for operation in eight or nine 
months' time. The district to be covered by this service, how- 
ever, is so large that one new cutter will not be sufficient for the 
work, and to make the service productive of the best results 
another cutter, with equipment similar to that of the one now 
authorized, should be provided for as soon as the necessary 
funds can be made available.

CUSTOMS LAUNCH SERVICE. 

The equipment of the customs launch service at the close of 
the fiscal year consisted of seven steam launches and four motor 
boats. All of the motor boats and five of the launches are in 
service at Manila, and one launch each at Cebu and Iloilo. Dur- 
ing the year Harbor Launch No. 5 was condemned as unservice- 
able, and sold, and to replace this vessel a new launch is now in 
course of construction at Hongkong. A new motor boat, No. 5, 
was recently built by the Bureau of Navigation, for secret- 
service patrol work in Manila Harbor, to replace Motor No. 4. 
The latter will be dismantled and her engine used in a boat now 
being constructed for use at the port of Balabac. 
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A statement is published below showing the cost of main- 
tenance and operation of the several launches and motor boats 
owned by the Bureau, during the fiscal year 1912:

CONSULAR DUTIES. 

In the performance of the consular duties imposed upon the 
Insular Collector of Customs by section 84 of the Act of Congress 
of July 1, 1902, there were shipped 632 American seamen on 
vessels calling here, and 270 discharged. Assistance was ren- 
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dered to a number of destitute American seamen, and in many 
instances transportation to the United States was secured for 
them. 

In addition to the above-mentioned functions, many commu- 
nications reach the Insular Collector of Customs addressed to the 
American consul, containing inquiries covering a wide variety 
of subjects. These are always given careful attention, and when 
the information desired cannot be furnished by this office, they 
are referred to other branches of the Government, the Manila 
Merchants* Association, or the local chambers of commerce. 

COASTWISE SHIPPING. 

There has been a notably increased activity in the coastwise 
traffic of the Islands during the past year. No figures are avail- 
able to indicate the comparative quantities of cargo and numbers 
of passengers transported but it is a significant fact that on 
ttfo at least of the principal interisland routes there are now two 
regular lines of steamships operating, apparently at a profit, 
where up to the past year there had been but one. 

The total number of vessels in commission in the Philippine 
Islands at the close of the fiscal year was 55 per cent greater 
than on June 30, 1911. The larger proportion of these were 
vessels licensed for lighterage and harbor service, but those 
engaged in coastwise trade numbered 776, compared with 577 
at the end of 1911, an increase of 32 per cent. Detailed figures 
showing the distribution of these vessels by home ports, and 
their classification, are given below:

Documentation. — The increase in the number of vessels in com- 
mission is an indication of the greater amount of work involved 
in the issuing of licenses, recording documents, and the prepa- 
ration of various classes of certificates. At the port of Manila 
alone, where the vast majority of domestic vessels are registered, 
376 first-class licenses were issued and 831 lighterage and harbor 
licenses, or a total of 1207, compared with 879 in the preceding 
year. 
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In this connection, however, mention should be made of a 
factor which had a large influence upon the number of licenses 
issued to vessels engaged in the lighterage and harbor business. 
On February 23, 1912, the Attorney-General for the Philip- 
pine Islands rendered an opinion in which he held that vessels 
of less than 15 tons and more than 1 ton burden, engaged in 
lighterage and harbor work, were required under the present 
laws to be licensed. Under this interpretation an order was 
promulgated directing that all such vessels be licensed and nam- 
ing June 30, 1912, as the limit of the period in which unlicensed 
vessels would be relieved of penalty. As a result of this order 
a large number of small craft which had previously been held 
to be exempt from this requirement, took out licenses. Owing, 
however, to the inaccessibility of some of the owners of small 
vessels, it has been impracticable to give sufficient publicity to 
the terms of the order within such a short period, and there 
are still large numbers of craft throughout the Islands which 
have not yet complied with this provision of law. The work 
of licensing these vessels will be continued, and it is probable 
that the number of licenses of this class that will be issued 
during the coming year will far exceed all previous records. 

Certificates of protection were issued during the year to 93 
vessels; certificates of ownership to the number of 612, of 
transfer of ownership 155, transfer of license 5, change of name 
31, change of home port 10; and other miscellaneous certificates 
brought the total number of certificates issued up to 1,271. 

There were reported during the year as having been totally 
wrecked or destroyed 32 vessels. Of this number 2 steamers and 
3 lighters and barges were over 100 gross tons each. Signal 
numbers and letters were assigned to 238 vessels. 

Inspection. — The total number of vessels inspected during the 
past year by the division of hull and boiler inspection was 392, 
of which 308 were steam and 84 sail vessels. These figures show 
an increase of 51 over the previous year, when 274 steam vessels 
and 67 sailing vessels were inspected. The work was carried 
on at the ports of Manila, Cebu, and Iloilo, inspectors from the 
Manila office being detailed on special duty at the outside ports 
for this purpose. 

Regulation of coastwise shipping. — The maintenance, opera- 
tion, and navigation of vessels engaged in the coastwise trade 
of the Islands are governed by regulations published by this 
office in a series of marine circulars. These regulations have 
recently been compiled with amplifications and amendments into 
a new proposed order which covers in detail all matters pertain- 
ing to coastwise vessels in which the Bureau of Customs has 
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jurisdiction, and it is believed that its promulgation will go far 
toward the establishment of uniformity in and the general im- 
provement of service rendered in this traffic. 

Freight and passenger rates. — An order was issued by the 
Board of Rate Regulation prescribing the rates to be charged 
for the carrying of passengers and freight throughout the Is- 
lands, with the objects of establishing a uniform schedule of 
charges which would be proportionate to the service rendered, 
and of breaking up the practice of discrimination of which 
frequent complaint had been made. The order became effective 
on January 1, 1912, and although it proved satisfactory for 
vessels making long runs, it resulted in the withdrawal from 
public service of a number of the smaller vessels operating on 
short runs out of the subports, the claim being made by their 
owners that the application of the new rates involved serious 
financial loss to them. The matter was adjusted by the promul- 
gation of revised rates to apply to vessels of the latter type, and 
as a result the coastwise carrying-trade appears to be running 
on a basis satisfactory alike to shipowner and shipper. 

Marine officers. — Applicants to the number of 212 presented 
themselves before the Board on Philippine Marine Examinations 
of this Bureau during the year, for examination for marine 
licenses of all grades. Of these 145 qualified, 55 failed, and 12 
cases were pending review at the close of the fiscal year. 

There are at present available for immediate service in the 
Islands 1,058 licensed marine officers, of whom 76 are Americans, 
825 Filipinos, and 42 of other nationalities. There are also 617 
licenses outstanding, about 30 per cent of which, it is estimated, 
are renewable. 

* The Board on Philippine Marine Examinations had occasion 
to investigate 32 cases of alleged misconduct of officers, and 
as a result of their findings 16 licenses were suspended for vary- 
ing periods, and one revoked. 

Seamen. — The shipping articles which were prepared and is- 
sued by this Bureau in August, 1909, have met with increasing 
favor during the past year among shipowners, officers, and 
sailors alike. They have been of special benefit to sailors, who 
are coming to realize more and more the protection afforded 
by the contracts, and as a result of their use difficulties between 
officers and their crews have been of less frequent occurrence. 

The office of shipping commissioner has not yet been authorized 
by law, but most of the differences that have arisen between 
officers, members of crews, and shipowners, have been volun- 
tarily referred to the Bureau of Customs for settlement, and 
its decisions have been generally accepted. 
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The official shipping agent, whose office was created in Nov- 
ember, 1910, has rendered valuable assistance to coastwise 
shipping in registering seamen. Through his agency 4,660 sea- 
mean were given employment, 3,432 discharged, and 3,442 newly 
registered during the past year, compared with 1,379; 1,372; and 
1,714, the corresponding figures for the seven months of the 
fiscal year 1911, dating from the establishment of the office. 

SECRET SERVICE. 

In addition to the work involved in the suppression of opium 
traffic, to which reference has already been made, the secret- 
service agents of this Bureau have accomplished important re- 
sults in detecting and causing punishment to violators of the 
customs, navigation, and immigration laws. From a financial 
viewpoint alone this service has more than justified itself in the 
moneys which have accrued to the Bureau of Customs on account 
of seizures, compromises, and penalties.

IMMIGRATION AND KMIGRATION. 

General. — During the fiscal year 1912, persons to the num- 
ber of 15,198 sought admission to the Philippine Islands and 
19,606 departed therefrom. Of the number who entered 2,536 
were immigrants and of the number departing 729 were em- 
igrants, showing an apparent net gain to the Islands of 1,807 
new residents. During the year 8,776 resident aliens departed 
from the Islands with the intention of returning thereto within 
one year, and 6,932 alien residents who had previously departed 
with this intention returned from abroad. Included in the to- 
tal number seeking admission to the Philippine Islands are 130 
persons to whom such admission was refused, and included in 
those departing from the Islands are 205 persons deported for 
violation of the immigration, Chinese exclusion, or opium laws. 
The remainder, both of persons seeking admission to the Is- 
lands and those departing therefrom, is made up of tourists 
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of various nationalities and of persons traveling between the 
United States, its possessions, and the Philippine Islands. Dur- 
ing the year 5,315 Filipinos departed from the Islands, 3,889 of 
this number going to Hawaii. To offset this, 1,194 native in- 
habitants of the Philippines returned from abroad. American 
citizens to the number of 4,402 left the Islands, while 4,311 
entered during the twelve months. There was a slight decrease 
in the number of Chinese, Japanese, and Spanish, and a seventy 
per cent increase in the number of East Indian immigrants 
during the year. 

Chinese. — There entered the Islands during the year 6,539 
Chinese, 780 less than came in during the fiscal year 1911; and 
7,587 departed, 10 less than left in 1911, the departures thus 
appearing to be 1,048 greater in number than the arrivals. 
This loss is, however, only apparent, as the number of Chinese 
departing without intention of returning was less by 897 than 
the number of Chinese arriving in the Islands with the intention 
of making their future home here. The number of Chinese de- 
parting from the Islands with intention of returning thereto 
after temporary absence exceeded by 1,741 the number actually 
returning during the year from temporary absence abroad. The 
number of Chinese entering the Philippine Islands on what are 
known as "section 6" certificates from the various Chinese ports 
during the fiscal years 1906 to 1912, inclusive, is shown in the 
following statement:

It is estimated that there are approximately 65,000 Chinese 
domiciled in the Philippine Islands, of whom about 50 per cent 
reside in the city of Manila. 

Boards of special inquiry. — The work performed by boards of 
special inquiry at the port of Manila in the enforcement of the 
immigration law (Act of Congress of February 20, 1907), and 
the various Acts of Congress known collectively as the Chinese 
exclusion laws, the number of aliens landed by the Insular Col- 
lector of Customs on appeal from the decisions of such boards, 
those landed under bond not to become public charges, and those 
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deported during the fiscal year 1912, are shown in the following 
statement :

"Citizen." — The question of what constitutes citizenship in 
the Philippine Islands becomes more pressing for solution year 
by year by reason of its importance as affecting the rights of 
the great number of persons born in the Philippine Islands of 
Chinese parents. A number of cases involving this question 
were decided by the courts during the year, though in none of 
these decisions was there a definite determination as to what 
constituted Filipino citizenship. This is a question with many 
angles, and, while one or two of them have been settled by the 
decisions already made, it is hoped that by the end of the next 
fiscal year a number of cases now pending before the courts, 
involving other phases of the question, will have been decided, 
and that from such decisions it will become reasonably practic- 
able to determine, in a given case, the legal right of the person 
involved. 

It is probable also that some determination will be given this 
question by enactments of the Philippine Legislature at its 
next session, an Act of Congress having recently been passed 
granting to the Philippine ligislative body the right to deter- 
mine who are entitled to be considered citizens of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. 

Immigration receipts. — The receipts, as shown by Statement 
No. 34 of the Appendix, from all immigration sources during 
the year 1912 amounted to $50,716.50, an amount $1,102 less 
than those for the fiscal year 1911, but showing for this 
branch of the service an excess of receipts over expenditures 
of $38,618.90. 

For a great number of years the immigration branch of the 
customs service has yielded to the Government of the Philippine 
Islands a very substantial revenue over and above the amount 
necessary to conduct such service, during the latter part of which 
period recommendation has been made annually looking to the 
improvement of the buildings used for immigration purposes. 
In view of the fact that as time goes on these buildings be- 
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come, by deterioration and age, less and less fitted for that use, 
and the necessity for suitable and available buildings becomes 
more and more apparent, it is recommended that at the earliest 
possible date there be set aside and made available for use in 
the making of such improvements, a sum not less than $12,000, 
this amount being absolutely needed for the erection of such 
additional buildings at the port of Manila. The present build- 
ings are frequently overcrowded and are not supplied with 
sufficient accommodations for the care of female aliens. 

Deportation and Iiabeas corpus. — A detailed statement of the 
cases commenced in the Court of First Instance of Manila 
looking, on the one hand, to the deportation of aliens unlaw- 
fully within the Philippine Islands, and, on the other, to the 
reversal of the decision of the Insular Collector of Customs 
that certain aliens were not entitled to enter the Philippines 
will be found in the discussion of the legal work of the 
Bureau. 

LEGAL, WORK OP THE BUREAU. 

Customs appeal cases. — During the fiscal year 1912, there 
were filed in the Court of First Instance of Manila 22 cases 
known as customs appeal cases, involving appeals from the de- 
cisions of the Insular Collector of Customs as to the classifi- 
cation or value of imported merchandise or the confiscation or 
forfeiture of seized articles valued at more than one hundred 
dollars. Of these cases 15 were tried, with the result that the 
Insular Collector was sustained in 11 of them, in 2 he was 
reversed; 1 case was dismissed by the plaintiff, and in 1 case, 
which was taken to court at the request of the Secretary of 
Finance and Justice under the provisions of section 286 of the 
Customs Administrative Act, the decision of the court was ad- 
verse to the contentions of both the plaintiff and the Insular 
Collector. Of the cases commenced during the year 7 remain 
unheard in the Court of First Instance. 

At the close of the fiscal year 1911, there were pending in the 
Court of First Instance 19 customs appeal cases, of which 16 
were tried, the Insular Collector's decisions being sustained in 
11 cases and reversed in 5; 2 cases were dismissed by the plain- 
tiffs before coming to trial, and 1 case has not yet been heard. 

In addition to the cases filed during the past fiscal year and to 
those pending from 1911, there were brought to trial 10 old 
customs appeal cases which had been on the docket of the Court 
of First Instance in some instances for a number of years, with 
the result that the Insular Collector was sustained in 6 of them, 
reversed in 2, and 2 cases were dismissed by the plaintiffs.

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Of the 28 cases in which the Insular Collector was sustained, 
7 together with the case taken to court by the Secretary of 
Finance and Justice, were appealed to the Supreme Court, in 
1 of which that tribunal sustained the action of the Insular Col- 
lector, leaving 7 of these cases pending in that court. Appeals 
were taken to the Supreme Court in 6 of the 9 cases in which 
the Insular Collector was reversed and all of these are still 
pending in that tribunal. In 4 of the cases in which the Insular 
Collector was sustained and in one of those in which he was 
reversed in the Court of First Instance, motions for new trials 
have been filed, which motions have not yet been decided. 

At the close of the fiscal year 1911 there were pending in 
the Supreme Court 2 customs appeal cases, of which 1 was 
decided adverse to the contention of the Insular Collector and 
the other is still "pending. 

Habeas corpus. — Habeas corpus cases to the number of 20 
were filed in the Court of First Instance of Manila against the 
Insular Collector of Customs during the fiscal year 1912, in 
all of which actions was involved the authority of the Bureau 
of Customs to determine the right of intending immigrants 
to enter the Philippine Islands or to order the deportation of 
aliens found to be illegally therein. In 13 of these cases the 
writ was denied, thus sustaining the action of the Insular Col- 
lector; and in 6 of them the writ was issued, overruling the 
action of that official. In 1 case the petitioner dismissed his 
action. In 12 of the cases in w r hich the writ w T as denied an 
appeal was prosecuted to the Supreme Court, and the same 
action was taken in the 6 cases in which the writ was issued, 
in 1 of which latter cases the appeal was dismissed by that 
tribunal, thus leaving 17 of the habeas corpus cases begun dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1912 pending in the Supreme Court at the 
close of that period. 

The 3 habeas corpus cases pending in the Court of First In- 
stance at the close of the fiscal year 1911 were tried during 
the past year. In each of these cases the writ was ordered 
issued and an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, which 
appeals are now pending there. 

At the close of the fiscal year 1911, appealed and undocketed 
habeas corpus cases to the number of 14 were pending in the 
Supreme Court. In one of these cases the appeal was dismissed 
by the respondent and in three of them the appeal was dismissed 
by the court for failure of the petitioner and appellant to pay 
the filing fees in said tribunal, thus sustaining the action of 
the Court of First Instance which had in each of these three 
cases denied the issuance of the writ. One case was tried and 
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the writ denied, though this case is now pending on motion for 
a new trial, and 9 of the appealed cases under discussion are 
pending unheard in the Supreme Court. 

Of the 3 habeas corpus cases pending in the Supreme Court 
at the beginning of the fiscal year 1911 and not decided during 
that year, the plaintiff dismissed his action in one case; in 
another the appeal was dismissed by the Supreme Court; and 
the third is still pending. 

Three habeas corpus cases were begun directly in the Supreme 
Court, in two of which the writ was denied, and in the other 
the writ was issued. 

There were pending in the Supreme Court at the close of 
the fiscal year 1912 habeas corpus cases numbering 31. 

Deportation. — During the fiscal year 1912 there were com- 
menced in the Court of First Instance of the city of Manila, 
39 cases seeking the deportation of that many individuals found 
to be in the Philippine Islands in violation of the provisions of 
Act No. 702 of the Philippine Commission. In 33 of these 
actions the defendants were ordered deported from the Islands, 
and appeals were taken to the Supreme Court from 5 of such 
orders. In* 3 of them the cases were ordered dismissed by 
the court and an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court from 

1 of these orders; there are still 3 cases pending in the Court 
of First Instance. 

Of the 6 cases appealed to the Supreme Court, 3 have been 
docketed and are pending decisions; the others remain un- 
docketed because of failure of the appellant to pay the required 
docketing fees. 

Orders of deportation were entered in 7 of the 9 deporta- 
tion cases that were pending in the Court of First Instance at 
the beginning of the past fiscal year, and in the remaining 2 
the complaint was dismissed. In 2 of the cases in which the 
defendant was ordered deported the matter is now pending in 
the Court of First Instance on motion for a new trial, and in 

2 cases in which deportation was ordered appeals have been 
taken to the Supreme Court. Of these appeals 1 has been 
docketed and is now pending in that tribunal; the other remains 
undocketed for failure to pay the required filing fees. 

There were 2 cases pending in the Supreme Court from the 
fiscal year 1911. In 1 of them the action was dismissed, and in 
the other the matter is still pending. 

The total number of deportation cases pending in the Supreme 
Court at the close of the fiscal year 1912 was 9. 

Mandamus. — During the past fiscal year 4 mandamus actions 
looking to the compelling of particular action on the part of the 
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Insular Collector of Customs were begun in the Court of First 
Instance of the city of Manila, in all of which actions the writ 
was denied. In 2 of these cases the matter is now pending on a 
motion for a new trial and 1 is in process of appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 

Prohibition. — One prohibition case, involving the right of the 
Bureau of Customs to cash lottery tickets seized by it and to 
credit the proceeds to said Bureau under the provisions of sec- 
tion 3 (/) of the Philippine Tariff Law of 1909, which was 
pending in the Supreme Court at the close of the fiscal year 
1911, remains undecided. One case which was begun in the 
Supreme Court, seeking the issuance of the writ to prevent the 
enforcement of the provisions of Customs Administrative Cir- 
cular No. 627, was dismissed by the petitioner upon the filing of 
a reply by the respondent. 

Certiorari. — One certiorari case pending in the Court of First 
Instance at the beginning of the fiscal year 1912 was decided in 
favor of the petitioner. From this decision an appeal was taken 
by the Insular Collector of Customs to the Supreme Court where 
the action is still pending. 

Intervention. — During the fiscal year 1912 the Bureau of Cus- 
toms intervened in 3 cases, seeking to preserve to the Govern- 
ment of the Philippine Islands its rights and to secure for said 
government the payment of revenue deemed to be due it. In 2 
of these cases both the original complaint and the intervention 
were dismissed, and in the other an amount of money in the 
hands of the court sufficient to meet the claim of the Government 
was ordered held until the determination of another action 
pending between the government and some of the parties in- 
terested in the original cause. 

PORTS OF ENTRY. 

There has been no change during the year in the number of 
ports of entry in the Islands, but the business of those ports 
that have been open to foreign commerce has shown an in- 
crease in every instance, with the exception of the port of Zam- 
boanga. The comparative importance of the several ports in 
their relation to the total foreign trade of the Islands is shown 
in the accompanying table:

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MANILA. 

Harbor, — With the large increase in foreign commerce during 
the past year, there has been a correspondingly heavier tax 
upon the harbor facilities at this port. The number of vessels 
engaged in the foreign carrying trade that were accommodated 
in the harbor was 811, compared with 768 in the year 1911 and 
589 in 1910. 

At the close of the last-named year the Insular Collector of 
Customs in his annual report described the condition of the 
harbor with reference to its inadequacy, and made the following 
recommendations as to needed improvement: 

"That the entrance gap between the two breakwaters be closed; that 
the space between the south breakwater and the shore of the new Luneta 
Extension be dredged to 30 feet; that a new entrance to the harbor be 
dredged around the end and along the south breakwater; and that the 
present deep-water portion of the harbor be dredged to full 35 feet at 
extreme low tide. Along and adjacent to the west breakwater there is a 
shoal about 700 feet in width which has a depth of 21 feet and less. It 
is recommended that this portion of the harbor be dredged to a depth of 
30 feet as close up to the breakwater as conditions will permit." 

Up to this time none of the improvements enumerated above 
has been accomplished, but in the intervening period the number 
of foreign vessels entering the harbor has increased 38 per 
cent. The steady growth in the volume of shipping to be taken 
care of emphasizes the urgent need of better facilities, and the 
recommendations made at that time, and which were renewed 
at the close of the fiscal year 1911, are again pressingly reite- 
rated. 

Pasig River. — The increasing volume of commerce, both foreign 
and coastwise, has resulted in greater demands upon the Pasig 
River as a channel for traffic and as a shelter for small craft, 
and greater need for improvements has been felt accordingly. 
The river wall on the south bank of the Pasig from the Bridge 
of Spain to the Maestranza, has been completed, and while it 
has afforded additional space for the berthing of coastwise 
vessels, it has not appreciably relieved the congestion of traffic. 

The continual increase in the number of lighters and the neces- 
sity of providing a safe refuge for them in typhoon weather, 
present a problem which is considered somewhat serious by 
the owners of such craft. The construction of a marine rail- 
way in the inner basin has reduced materially the space available 
for this purpose, and the impracticability of using that part of 
the river above the Bridge of Spain during the highwater season, 
adds materially to the difficulty. Although arrangements have 
been made which it is believed will afford necessary protection 
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during the present typhoon season, the matter is one of deep 
concern for the future. It is recommended that the river wall 
on the south bank of the river be continued to Fort Santiago; 
that a cargo shed be constructed on the south side of the river, 
below the Bridge of Spain; that the wall on Engineer Island 
bordering the river be extended beyond the semaphore tower 
for the protection of shipping in the lower reaches of the river; 
and that a basin be dredged in the shoal area north of the mouth 
of the river and in the rear of the warehouses of the Pacific 
Commercial Company, to provide a sheltered anchorage for 
small craft. 

Philippine Government piers. — It has been impracticable to 
extend the use of the Philippine Government piers to the accom- 
modation of foreign vessels other than those bringing direct 
cargoes of American goods and those operating between Hong- 
kong and Amoy, and Manila. And even with this limitation, it 
has been necessary on several occasions for vessels from the 
Atlantic coast to discharge their cargoes in the harbor, because 
at the time all berthing places at the piers were occupied. In- 
stances have occurred also where the arrival within a short 
period of an unusual number of vessels has impeded and delayed 
the discharge of cargo, owing to inadequate storage space. 

The erection of a cargo shed connecting the two piers is very 
necessary to provide ample storage space for import cargo. 
Plans for such a shed are now being prepared, and it is recom- 
mended that funds be appropriated for the early execution of 
the project. 

Applications have been received for the privilege of berthing 
other vessels at the Philippine Government piers, which, owing 
to existing conditions, could not be approved. The successful 
operation of the piers, the saving in the time and expense in- 
volved in the discharge of vessels, and their general convenience, 
have earned for them the very favorable attitude of interested 
shipping companies and local importers, and the demand for 
additional facilities is strong and persistent. The need of the 
two new piers that have been in contemplation for some time 
past, is becoming more urgent under the increasing volume of 
shipping at this port, and delay in their construction will, it is 
believed, operate as a serious check upon the future development 
of Manila as an important trade center in the Orient.

Arrastre plant. — The prompt and economic handling and dis- 
position of merchandise passing in and out of the port is a 
matter of vital importance to the commercial public, and every 
effort has been and is being made to bring and keep the arrastre 
plant up to the highest standard of efficiency. 

The growth in the volume of freight handled has been very 
rapid, and it has thus far been impossible to proceed at an equal 
pace in providing facilities to take care of it. The lack of suffi- 
cient cargo space at the Philippine Government piers, to which 
reference has already been made, has on numerous occasions 
resulted in crowded conditions which have seriously handicapped 
the work of the arrastre plant. 

The difficulty cannot be entirely eliminated until more storage 
space is provided. At the present time there is being installed 
on both Philippine Government piers, Nos. 3 and 5, a system of 
electric traveling hoists. These will be ready for operation 
within sixty days, and in addition to the saving of time, their use 
will eventually result in the lowering of the cost of handling 
cargo. It is proposed to purchase an electric battery engine for 
use on the arrastre tracks, as a substitute for the present slow 
method of moving cars by hand, which will also effect economy 
in time and expense. The arrastre tracks will be extended as 
conditions demand in the port district to warehouses that may 
be constructed in the vicinity. 

The total tonnage of cargo handled by the plant during the 
fiscal year 1912 was 23.7 per cent greater than in 1911 and 67.3 
per cent greater than in 1910. The work performed during the 
past year in shown more in detail in the following tables, to 
which are appended statements of the unit cost of handling 
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cargo, and of the total receipts and expenditures of the arrastre 
plant :

New custom-house. — Recommendation for the construction of a 
custom-house, to be located in the new port district, is renewed, 
and it is urged that funds for this purpose be provided as early 
as practicable. 

The division of the work of the Bureau of Customs between 
two points — the port district and the river front — so far apart, 
involves complication in administration and detracts from the 
efficiency of the service. The necessity for the proximity of the 
offices of the Bureau to the operations of foreign commerce is 
a fact requiring no argument, and delay in the commercial de- 
velopment of the port district, with its attendant inconvenience 
to importers and exporters, must continue just so long as the 
custom-house remains in its present location. 

But aside from the questions of the proper location of the 
custom-house and the inadequacy of the present structure, another 
feature, equally important and pressing, presents itself. As has 
been already mentioned herein, the situation with regard to 
shipping in the Pasig River is one of serious concern, and pro- 
vision must be made, not only to meet the immediate demands 
of this traffic, but also to allow for future growth. The

customs wharf on the north bank of the Pasig River occupies 
space that should properly be devoted to local shipping. The 
removal of the Bureau from this point would make available a 
stretch of 646 feet of river front for the berthing of vessels, and 
the lower premises could be used to advantage as a cargo shed 
for coastwise freight. These considerations alone make the 
necessity of an early disposition of the matter most urgent, and 
it is hoped that work on the new building, the need of which 
has long been recognized, may be commenced at the earliest 
practicable date. 

Aparri. — The port of Aparri, while not a port of entry, is the 
center of a very large volume of coastwise and river traffic, and 
although a part of the Manila collection district, it is necessary 
to maintain there a coast district inspector of customs to enforce 
the laws with respect to. coastwise shipping. The importance of 
the port is increasing continually with the growth in volume of 
this traffic. During the past year arrivals and departures of 
vessels in the coastwise trade numbered 850, compared with 
776 in 1911; new boats were constructed to the number of 30 
with a total tonnage of 610.39, compared with 15 in the previous 
year, totaling 279.95 tons ; and collections on account of fees for 
licences, documentation, etc., amounted to $3,640.51, a gain of 
$719.38 over the preceding year. 

ILOILO. 

Business at the Port of Iloilo shows an encouraging growth 
notwithstanding some trying conditions that developed during 
the year, among which were the loss of work animals through 
disease, the curtailment of sugar exports during the closing 
months of the year, on account of the depression in the Amer- 
ican sugar market and lack of demand in other countries, and 
the drought which prevailed generally throughout the Islands 
and from which that district suffered. Both imports and ex- 
ports increased in value in the fiscal year 1912, and customs 
collections reached a total of $843,162.58 against $841,077.75 
in 1911. 

Conditions at this port were much improved by the comple- 
tion of a section of the river wall, enabling vessels to lie close to 
the wharf and to discharge cargo thereon with their own tackle. 
There is still much to be done, however, in river improvement, 
before the difficulties under which commerce is carried on can 
be entirely overcome. The section of river wall now available 
for use gives only limited relief, and the proper accommodation 
of shipping demands the extension of the wall both up and down 
the river. It is realized that this cannot all be accomplished at

once, but it is recommended that the work be undertaken in 
sections as fast as funds can be made available for the purpose. 
The unfitness of the premises now used for the transaction 
of customs business at Iloilo has been the cause of much annoy- 
ance and dissatisfaction to the business interests there for some 
time past, and the agitation for a new building has recently been 
very marked. Commerce at this port has long since outgrown 
the limited facilities existing. The need for a suitable building 
was pointed out in the last annual report of the Insular Collector 
of Customs and the recommendation is repeated that provision 
be made for its early construction. 

CEBU. 

Although the total foreign commerce at the port of Cebu was 
greater in value in 1912 than in 1911, imports showed a slight 
decrease, the gain in trade being confined to exports. Periods 
of drought are usually felt with special keenness in the Cebu 
district, and that of the past year did not fail in this respect. 
The depression resulting from this, and from the disastrous fires 
that occurred during the calendar year 1911, is probably respon- 
sible in a large measure for the falling off in imports. 

The loss in import trade was attended by a decrease in import 
duties, which caused the collections at Cebu to fall below the 
total for 1911, notwithstanding that receipts on account of ex- 
ports showed a material gain. 

Coastwise traffic was partly tied up in the early months of the 
present calendar year, through the withdrawal from the public 
carrying trade of a number of vessels, in protest against the 
rates prescribed by the Board of Rate Regulation in Order 
No. 15 (revised), which went into effect January 1, 1912. The 
subsequent revision of those rates for the benefit of vessels of 
the type usually operating out of subports of entry has, however, 
received the approval of local shipowners and shippers as well, 
and the prospect for development in this traffic is bright. 

Facilities at Cebu for the accommodation of shipping, both 
foreign and coastwise, are better than at any other subport of 
entry, but the discrimination against this port in the matter 
of freight rates on direct shipments to New York still continues. 

The new custom-house was formally opened on July 4, 1911. 
Besides containing the offices of the Bureau of Customs, space 
has been allotted for the use of several other branches of the 
government, including the post and telegraph offices, and offices 
of the engineers in charge of port works and lighthouses, 
the quarantine officer, and the veterinarian who represents the 
Bureau of Agriculture. 
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The wharves, which have been in constant use since their 
completion, continue to give excellent service, and extension of 
the wharf facilities is progressing. 

Provision should be made for the protection of cargo that is 
now discharged on to the open space along the wharves and ex- 
posed to the weather. Plans are being prepared for a cargo 
shed for this purpose, and it is recommended that funds be 
made available at an early date for its construction. 

ZAMBOANGA. 

The value of imports at Zamboanga showed an increase in 
1912 over the preceding year, but exports fell off considerably. 
The reduction in the exports is, however, no indication of indus- 
trial inactivity. The Zamboanga district produces a large variety 
of export commodities, but its communication with foreign ports 
is limited to the British East Indies and Autralia. The exports 
of the Islands to the latter country consist principally of hemp 
and cigars, and that market is open to Zamboanga only for hemp. 
On the other hand, while Singapore and other British East Indies 
appropriate a greater number of the products of the southern 
Islands, the port of Jolo forms for them a more convenient 
source of supply. These conditions have resulted in the tend- 
ency of local products to seek exit from the Islands through 
other entry ports. 

The total collections at the port amounted to $124,129.46 in 
1912, compared with $123,869.36 in 1911, representing an in- 
crease of $260.10. 

During the year the wharf at this port has been repaired and 
extended so that at the present time there is a depth of water 
sufficient to enable all vessels calling at the port to lie alongside. 
An arrastre plant is being organized to expedite the work of 
handling cargo, and this will be ready for operation within a 
short time. The province has under consideration extensive 
port improvements involving the construction of a sea-wall and 
the reclamation of a considerable area, similar to the plan fol- 
lowed at Cebu. Funds have not yet been provided for this 
work, but it is hoped that they may be made available shortly so 
that, with the added facilities, foreign vessels may be induced to 
call for the commodities produced in the district and which now 
find their way out of the Islands through other ports. 

JOLO. 

The port of Jolo has made a creditable showing in the past year. 
The value of its foreign commerce has risen from $689,092 in 
1.911 to $873,672 in 1912, an increase of 27 per cent divided pro- 
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portionalately between imports and exports; and customs col- 
lections reached the total of $106,593.93, or $13,748.51 more 
than in 1911. 

The district of Jolo feels greatly the lack of adequate local 
coastwise transportation. This traffic received a serious set- 
back from the operation of Rate Regulation Order No. 15 (re- 
vised) but the recent amendment of that order will, it is confi- 
dently believed, result in a vigorous revival of local intercourse. 

The export business of the port, aside from the trading in 
small native craft, is carried on through the monthly visit of a 
steamer of the North German Lloyd, operating between that 
port and Singapore, via Borneo ports. There is promise now 
of the addition of another vessel of the same line on this run, 
and with the anticipated development in coastwise traffic, for- 
eign commerce at Jolo should continue to make rapid advances. 

Conditions with respect to port facilities have improved con- 
siderably during the year. The repair and reinforcement of the 
wharf have made it much more serviceable. The old custom- 
house has been removed and a new district building has been 
erected in its place, in which adequate space has been provided 
for the customs offices. The Moro Province has now under 
consideration a plan for reclaiming a portion of the tidal land, 
and if this is carried into effect it will provide for a much needed 
extension of the business district. 

BALABAC. 

Trade at this port, although its value does not reach very 
large proportions, shows some advance over the fiscal year 1911, 
and collections also increased. 

Transportation to and from Balabac is very limited. What 
little trading is done, has been carried on in the native vintas, 
with an occasional trip to North Borneo ports by the customs 
cutter stationed there. The operation of the Moro Exchange 
by the Province of Palawan, has given some stimulus to traffic 
with the port of Kudat, British North Borneo, but arrangements 
have recently been made to carry on reciprocal trade relations 
with Singapore which will be to better advantage, and the pro- 
mise of the North German Lloyd has been obtained that when- 
ever the amount of traffic will warrant it, they will have one 
of their vessels call at Balabac, thus providing direct communi- 
cation between that port and Singapore. 

Reports of agricultural and industrial conditions in the dis- 
trict are encouraging. Timber cutting has been carried on to a 
greater extent during the past year, and a number of new li- 
censes for cutting have been obtained. The acreage plantecf 
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in rice has been greatly increased and the crop is expected to be 
double that of last year. The coconut industry, to which the 
district is specially adapted, also gives promise of extension, in 
that work has already commenced on one large plantation, and 
several others are about to be opened up. This development is 
calculated to command better coastwise shipping facilities, and 
with the more frequent intercourse commerce in the district 
should reach a much larger volume and the port of Balabac rise 
in importance accordingly. 

The wharf at Balabac was completed early in the year. It is 
a substantial structure, and can accommodate, at low tide, vessels 
drawing not more than fourteen feet. 

PKRSONNKL. 

The work of the Bureau of Customs during the past year was 
accomplished with an average total force of 723 persons, an 
increase of only 7 over 1911. Of this number 474, or 65.5 per 
cent, were in the classified service. Filipinos numbered 572, 
or 9 more than in the previous year, and represented 79 per cent 
of the total. 

The number of separations from the service during the year 
on account of resignations, discharges, deaths, and transfers, 
was much smaller than in 1911, being only 119, compared with 
198 reported a year ago. The greater proportion of separations 
was among the Filipino employees, their percentage being 20, 
while of the American employees only 28 out of a total of 137, 
or 18 per cent, left the service. The general efficiency of the 
service necessarily suffers through the continual, though un- 
avoidable, change in personnel, and the improvement in this 
respect in the past year is a source of much gratification. 

The following table of the average number of the personnel 
during the past nine years shows a great reduction in the inter- 
vening period, and when the figures are considered in connection 
with the greatly increased volume of work performed by the 
Bureau, some indication may be inferred of the higher efficiency 
of this service.

The nature of the business transacted through the Bureau 
of Customs, involving as it does periods of great pressure of 
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work, has made necessary on frequent occasions the application 
of considerable overtime, aggregating during the year 70,995 
hours, and the spirit in which this service has been rendered, 
without extra compensation, commends the employees of the 
Bureau to the appreciation of its administrative officers. 

ItlirOMMKXDATIOXS. 

The recommendations made in the foregoing pages are sum- 
marized below. While some of the projects are of greater im- 
portance than others, none can be overlooked without detriment 
to public interests.
